Here the Anſwerers of this Propoſal will immediately 
cry out, that this is not the fame with that which lay before 
them ; I own it differs in ſome amendments, many of which 
are more of Phraſe than of Matter. But this might have 
lain before them, (and fav'd them a great deal of needleſs 
trouble in exerciſing their Rhetorick upon things which I] 
grant them , and which are not in this preſent Propoſal 3) - 
but they poſitively refus'd it, by which you may plainly ſee, 
that their buſineſs was not by ſtrength of Argument, to run 
down the Propoſition of Our going to Ireland to Sew Cors : 
But to cavil at that poor Paper that lay before them, whoſe 
Doom ſome of them have declared to he to light a Pipe of 
Tobacco , though ethers of them have condemned it to a 
worſe fate, that muſt be nameleſs ; thereby ſhewing their 
Loyalty and Refpet to his Majeſty, who after his Perufal 
of it Ten Days, gave it to the Lords of his Privy Council 
to conſider of, hefore whom it lay near Three Wecks, and

But you will ſay, here are Gentlemen of good Quality in 
London that are not for it ; nay the ſenſe of the Gentry at 
their. Meeting ran generally againſt it. To this I ſay there- 
fore in the Third place, that ſome of thoſe who were there, 
(who were not Fifty in their whole Aſſembly,) did then miſ- 
underſtand it, as is moſt evident from the Paper, which ſome 
of themſelves have ſince that time drawn up and ſubſcribed 
- wherein they do declare their ſenſe of the ſaid Propoſal, and 
their readineſs to ſubmit to his Majeſties Pleaſure in Rela- 
tion to it, which Subſcription I have. As for that which 
they call their Committee, choſen fhall T ſay, or named Three 
of a Province to anſwer it ; they named themſelves, or 
which is much to the ſame purpoſe, ſome great Perſons 
named them all.

Iam morally ſure would not, having before this Calamity 
fold moſt part of their Eſtates there, and even their Stock ' 
and Houſhold Goods, and are ſetled in this Kingdom ; how- 
ever they pretend to ſhare with us in the Benevolence of the 
Parliament. Others of theſe Twelve, though they ſold not: 
their Eſtates, yet have they fetch*d over Thouſands in Cash : 
Some of them have declared, that they will not receive their 
ſhares of theFifteen Thouſand Pounds. Othexs of them are: 
ealled to the Bar, and in practice here; let the World Judge: 
then, whether theſe few Men, whoſe intereſt it is, not to go, 
ought to anſwer for ſo many Hundreds, I might ſay Thou-- 
ſands of us who defire to go. - For whatever theſe Gentle- 
men who are here, and full of Money may think, 1 do know: 
ſome Gentlemen who had good Eſtates, and great Stock be- 
fore this. Calamity, whoſe exceſſive wants have-even made 
them Diſtracted ; when they. have ſought in vain to put their 
Daughters, Young Gentlewomen well Educated, to Services 
almoſt of the meaneſt degree, not having Bread to give 
them at home, What Barbarous Cruelty is it then (to uſe 
their own. words, ) to hinder Men from getting Relief , 
(how dear ſoever they pay for it) who otherwiſe may be 
forced to ſtarve, or perhaps to put an end totheir miſerable 
days with their own hands. 

| Well, but as theſe men will not go themſelves, ſo it is 
poſſible their: Reaſons may be ſuch as will demonſtrate.it im- 
praQticable for others to go ; therefore - | ;

Whieh 
mighty condeſcenſion theſe Gentlemen were ſo far from ma- 
king a right uſe of; and by thankfully accepting one favour, 
to qualify themſelves for obtaining another, that preſently a 
general Summons is ſent abroad for all the/r;/þ Gentry to meet; 
from which Title no- &jſþ man 'being willing to except 
" kimfelf, there came along with the Gentlemen of Eſtates and. 
Quality ,, a parcel of Rahble , Men who had no concern in 
that Paper , but in that part which related to the Brief ; 
fech- as Sollicitors, Attorneys Clerks, &c, who being 
{t on by ſome deſigning” Men, did rail and roar at that Pa- 
& and the Propoſer, in ſuch an undecent manner, not to 
y worſe, that had he'been a Criminal, the uſage of that Aſ- 
ſembly cevld not: be muck inferior to his Puniſhment, be 
ſides the continual calumnies and threats both of them and 
-Othets ever fince, todo bim ſome miſchief : All this while 
never confidering, that its not to me, bur to. his Majeſty to 
whom they offered this high affront, (from whom whatſover 
Paper' does come, [ought to'be receiv.'d with the higheſt Re- 
ſpe& and Veneration;)who,by giving that Paper into the hands 
I before mention'd, did:never intend to-give me up to be torn 
in pieces by the Rabble,even though the Propoſal had been 
impraicable. Here thenwas the aforefaid Committee nanmi''d 4\ 
Emo of wliom;as Iam mnform'd, Pean'd their Anſwer, which 
was {© ftorrilous and-abaſive., that :aflſeon: as] enter'd the

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the Reader was ſtruck filent 3 but after ſeveral Whiſperings 
round the Table, at length he began again to Read, where | 
heard ſo much Scurrility and Refletions, that themfelves 
were at laſt aſham'd to read any more till I was gone; and 
the Author, of himſelf, began to extenuate the ſenſe of 
his words, and to beg my pardon for fome Names and other 
RefteQting words in it. But after they had read this Scanda- 
lous Anſwer, to animate and inrage the Multitnde againſt

I have heard it among themſelves, that ſome Gentlemen of 
that Country, of the beſt Quality, havenot laft out of. their 
Houſes to the value of a Silver Spoon. Lenvy not their 
good fortune, though their ſtaying here., notwithſtanding 
we ſuffer for it, fems to argue that they pity not our mil-

But ſince thoſe Objetions made at their firſt Meeting, .and 
thoſe contained in their firſt Anſwer, may prevail. upon-fome 
of thoſe. Perſons who heard, them ,, or 'to whom they have 
been communicated, it wall therefore hehove me to remove 
them, in order to the undeceiving of thoſe who maybe igno-

But ſecondly,. I fay that this is not true; the Conn- 
try is not ſo ruined but that, by the help of Money, they 
may be well furniſhed both with Food and Firing. By the 
prizes which the Duke of Schomberg has ſet on all Vitals 
-C as on Beef a penny a Pound, &c. ):+ it is evident that there 
45 no want of Food in that Conntry ; beſides the many pri- 
vate Letters, which do abundantly confirm the ſame, and 
.that the J7riſh themſelves do now come in both with Horſes 
and Cattle, for we give them money for them, whereas the 
late King's-Army either takes them away or buys them with 
Braſs. But ſuppoſing that we ſhould go there, and that, it 
Mould fo happen, that when we are there, we ſhould be di- 
ſtreſſed for Proviſions z in ſuch Caſe I ſay, when we are in a 
Body, and do. repreſent, that in Obedience to His Majeſties 
Commands we went -over, and expoſed our ſelves to ſuch 
hardſhips, there is not the leaſt room for doubt but that we 
ſhould be taken care of ; whereas we may now ſtay here pe- 
Tiſhing in every Corner of the Streets undiſtinguuhed and 
unrelieved. . Inſtances of this are evident ; you ſee the Vau- 
.dojs are no ſooner returned totheir Country, but even ſo far 
_ from them as in London, we are raiſing money for their re- 
lief, yet we ſcarce thought on them, while they remained in 
- Suiſſerland, though their miſery and wants were much grea- 
ter : And when within theſe twenty years laft paſt there was 
great want of Food in New-England, eyen we in Ireland ſent 
them ſtore; the City of Dublin alone, ſent them a Ship of 
three hundred Tuns, loaden only with Wheat and other 
. Victuals, and, as I have heard, we payed for the very fraight 
of it. alfo. 

There is nothing, neceſſary for life, in this City, excep- 
ting the Air and the River-water, that a-poor Jriſh man can 
receive within his Lps without coſt ; one mighttherefore _ 

wonder 
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_ wonder that thoſe who have lived al! their life upon Des 
Inempre, have lived happily with little or no occation or uſe 
of Money, ſhould be'fo difficultly perſhaded to return to the - 
ſame ſort of life again : to have their Bread and Ecer-Corn in 
their Hagard, their Hens and their Geeſe giving them Eggs 
( which here are pence a piece, and there were twenty, nay, 
forty for a penny: ) their Cows and their Hogs and every 
thing elſe neceſſary for a.comfortable living.” | | 
But though it be our” happineſs rhat all things are at pres, 
ſent in great plenty in Ireland, yet by the Time that, by the 
Bleſſing of God, we might reaſonably compute that Kingdom 
may be reduced, viz. about the latter end of the nexr Sum- 
mer, when this years Corn is ſpent and ro harveſt or very 
little to ſucceed it, then will the Cry of a Famine begin to 
riſe; ſo that when we ſhould be all going to take Poſleſhon of 
our Eſtates, there will not be found a "man poſſibly that wil 
g0 over. For Plague being the conſtant attendant of Famine, 
it were as reaſonable to expe& that Men ſhould go into a 
Peſt-houſe, as then to go for Ireland. Buit if there were.no 
apprehenſions of the Plague to terrific” us from going over, 
yet notwithſtanding, no man will then go over, but he that 
carries Money enongh to maintain him and his Family for 
one year (I might fay for two, for ſo long it will be before 
we ſhall have any Wheat in that Kingdom ) and of ſuch there 
will be but very few, perhaps none ;' for a greater Sum than 
the Revenue of the Crown, would not keep 'the Inhabitants 
of Treland in neceſſary Food, Cloathing and Firing. I know 
there are ſome of us that will not apprehend any ſuchUanger, 
for they ſay that the J1riſh have ſewed a great deal of Corn in 
the South this Winter ; but theſe men do not think that that 
Country is like to. be the Scene of War the next year, and to 
lye open to two Armies; and eſpecially that we havea French | 
Enemy to deal with, who, if the. Conntry were ten times 
fuller of Corn, will ſoon (according to- his uſual praQtice } 
lay it all in Aſhes. . _ F he BY 2 I 
It is no ſmall atisfaftion to me, in the Cauſe that . I have 
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the neceſſity and benefit of it. - And that they are ſo 1 am fa- 
tisfied from this, that trat Policy is the ſanie in all wiſe "my 
Irom att — "— 
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and by the Letters from Rome ( that School of -Politicks'). of 
the Nineteenth of November laſt, we are informed that the 
Colledge of Cardinals, ( whoſe Authority is. equivalent to 
that of our Parliament ) upon only the Proſpect of a War 
the next year in /raly, and a ſmall Army of the Ailaneſe now 
upon the March, have reſolved and declared they will lend 
money to all Perſons whatſoever that will come and offcr 
themſelves to ſow Corn in their Dominions. And though, 
by the Laws of that Country, - all. Farmers . are to bring; in 
their Corn, aſſoon as it is threſhed, to the publick Stores at a 
certain rate ; yet for the further encouragement of Men to 
ſow at this Time, the Government there have declared, that 
thaſe who will now ſow, ſhall have liberty to export a fourth 
part of their Corn where they pleaſe. By which you may 
Jee, how much the Wiſdom of our King and Council,. in gra- 
ciouſly-receiving and approving of a Propoſal ſo agreeable to 
the Sentiments of that wiſe State, 1s- beyond that of a Cabal 
of our Rabble who ſet up for Iriſh Stateſmen. . ie, 

2. Obj. The Anſwerers of the Propoſal ſay, ſecondly, that 
there are no Towns to dwell in, and that the Army. fills the 
Country. As for the Army, God and the King increaſe 
their Number ten-fold ; and as for the Towns I fay, that 
there are ſeveral good ones, more than we can uſe, that have 
no: Army near them, and that have good Land enough about 
them ; as Colrain, Belturbet, Eniskilling and Londonderry, which, 
as I have heard, has not twenty Houſes uninhabitable within

5. Obj, Then they. ſay, How gan we live there, without 
Houſhold-goods,” Beds, &c. To this I ſay, how do they 
live here? They are now Sojourners and Lodgers, and {o 
they may be there ina much cheaper Country. But further, 
I ſay that within theſe two years paſt there have been many 
a ſcore Ship-loads of Bedding and other Houſhold-goods thar 
have been brought into England, which are now as ready to 
be carried back. again z He that conſults Briſtow, Northwales, 
Cheſter, Leverpool and' Cumberland, will find this to be true;

The Country-of the Yaudois is within fifteen 
Miles of Turin, the Duke of Savoys Court, which yet is a 
very flonriſhing place and a ſplendid Court. And tht migh- 
ty and impregnable Fort of Hunningen, which the French have- 
been ſo many years a building, is within Cannon-ſhot of the; 
City of Baſil, the moſt renouned' of all Suiſſerlard, But to- 
return to our ObjeQors, 
11. Obj. They ſay | have left my ſelf a hole to creep out-

But to.return, notwithſtanding that my Propoſal carries 
men over as Planters, not as Soldiers; yet if any man of us. 
havea mind to go into the Army, my Propoſal will ſet him- 
out very well. - After the charge of Sowing his Corn is 
paid , he will have perhaps ſame ſcores of Ponnds in his- 
Purſe to equip himſelf withall : And every mag whoſe ſhare 
is under Twenty Pounds, and who conſequently is not ob-- 
liged to Sow any Corn, has no more to 'do, but to receive 
his Money, with which, if he pleaſes, he may immediately 
mount himſelf -for the Army.
